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GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS, 


T!o  the  Corporation  of  Evesham^  and  the  Evesham,  Feckenham  and 
Pershore  Rural  District  Councils, 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

As  a preface  to  mj  Annual  Eeportg  for  1913,  T have  the 
honour  to  offer  some  “ General  Observations  upon  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  Housing, 

I dealt  with  this  question  rather  fully  in  my  1911  and  1912 
Eeports,  and  there  explained  the  characteristics  of  the  disease,  the 
steps  that  were  being  taken  to  eradicate  it,  and  the  position  of  Sani- 
tary Authorities  and  “notified’’  cases  in  relation  to  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911, 

Before  I allude  to  the  more  active  measures  recently  set  on  foot,  I 
submit  Tables  showing  the  local  incidence  of  disease. 

Table  A compares  the  death-rates  from,  and  numbers  of  notified 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  undermentioned  periods.

general  observations. 


Table  A shows  that  fewer  cases  were  notified  in  your  Districts  last 
year  than  in  1912,  but  the  decrease  in  the  Pershore  District  was  very 
small. 

Included  in  the  1912  notifications,  were  some  which  doubtless 
would  have  been  notified  in  former  years,  had  compulsory  notifica- 
tion been  in  force  prior  to  1st  Jantiary,  1912.  1 am  convinced  that 

cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  in  your  Districts  are 
not  invariably  notified.  For  instance,  last  year,  a death  in  Evesham 
Borough,  and  another  in  Evesham  Rural  District,  were  registered, 
but  not  notified  to  me  until  I wrote  the  doctors  who  signed  the  death 
certificates. 

Furthermore,  during  the  past  year  I heard  of  2 cases  in  Evesham 
Borough,  2 in  Evesham  Rural  District,  and  2 in  Pershore  Rural  Dis- 
trict, which  had  not  been  “ notified.” 

This  state  of  things  also  occurs  in  other  parts  of  the  County,  for 
occasionally  applications  are  made  to  the  County  Tuberculosis  Com- 
mittee for  “ Sanatorium  Benefit  ” on  advice  of  Doctors,  and  on  refer- 
ence to  the  weekly  returns  of  notified  cases  1 received  from  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  1 found  that  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
had  not  heard  of  them. 

Where  known  cases  in  your  Districts  are  not  notified,  I write  to  the 
respective  Doctors,  and  when  they  occur  in  other  parts  of  the  County 
I inform  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  omissions. 

Failure  to  notify  is  generally  due  to  the  fact  that  as  Compulsory 
Notification  has  not  been  in  existence  very  long  it  is  forgotten  by 
some  Doctors  who  are  seldom  called  upon  to  act  under  the  Order. 

Each  of  the  1913  District  death-rates  is  below  the  corresponding 
average  rates  for  the  years  1904-13. 

The  decreased  mortality  last  year  in  the  Pershore  District  is  very 
marked,  and  I trust  will  continue.  The  Feckenham  rate  for  1913 
(90)  is  high,  and  the  highest  of  the  4 Districts,  that  of  Evesham 
Borough  being  second,  Evesham  Rural  District  third,  and  Pershore 
the  lowest. 

With  regard  to  the  average  rates  for  the  past  10  years,  that  of 
Feckenham  (1  DO.)  is  the  highest,  Pershore  coming  next  (10'4),  Eves- 
ham Borough  third  (9'8),  and  Evesham  Rural  the  lowest  (6-5). 

Discussing  tuberculosis  statistics,  the  chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1912-13  states 
that  for  the  present,  death-rates  furnish  our  most  satisfactory  means 
“for  determining  the  local  incidence  of  tuberculosis.” 
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The  sox  and  age  incidence  of  the  notihed  cases  are  given  in  Table 

B.

In  most  Administrative  Counties  the  female  is  lower  than  the  male 
Phthisis  death-rate,  and  perusal  of  Table  B shows  that  last  year  the 
majorit}^  of  cases  were  males.  The  relation  of  Phthisis  mortality  to 
sex  has  been  reversed  in  the  course  of  the  last  half  century.  Persons 
of  all  ages  were  attacked,  except  children  under  5,  and  adults  aged  65 
and  upwards.  Taking  these  4 Districts  collectively,  the  73  cases  re- 
ported during  1913  occurred  at  the  following  ages.

This  shows  that  last  year  persons  between  25  and  35  years  of  age 
suffered  most,  and  confirms  the  opinion  that  few  cases  occur  during 
periods  of  infancy  and  extreme  old  age.  It  is  with  the  approach  of 
puberty  that  the  chief  liability  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurs.

By  the  “Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Eegulations  1912  ” notifica- 
tion of  “ Tuberculosis  ” i e.  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  also  became 
compulsorily  notifiable  on  February  let,  1913;  so  that  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  have  now  to  be  notified  by  medical  men  within  48  hours 
after  they  first  become  aware  that  a person  is  so  suffering.  Article 
VII 1.  of  this  Order  reads  “ For  the  purposes  of  these  Eegulations  a 
“ Medical  Practitioner  shall  be  deemed  to  have  become  aware  that  a 
“ person  is  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  when  he  has  arrived  at  this 
“ conclusion  from  evidence  other  than  that  derived  solely  from  tuber- 
“ culin  tests  applied  to  that  person.” 
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Table  D shows  the  numbers  of  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tubercul- 
osis notified  in  your  District  between  February  1st  and  December 
31st,  1913,  and  the  parts  of  the  body  affected.

This  shows  that  66*6  per  cent,  of  those  who  suffered  from  Non- 
ulmonaiy  Tuberculosis  were  children  under  15  years  of  ne’e  and  46 

per  cent,  had  Tuberculosis  of  bones.  This  is  very  much  the  usual 
state  of  things. 


Present  Local  Procedure  for  Dealing  with  Cates  of  Tuberculosis, 

As  you  are  aware,  the  “National  Insurance  Act,  191 1,’’  contains 
extensive  and  valuable  provisions  for  eradicating  Tuberculosis  and 
provides  large  sums  of  money  for  the  purpose.  Through  the  passing 
ot  this  Act  It  became  obvious  that  a national,  as  distinct  from  a local 
crusade  against  Tuberculosis  would  have  to  be  commenced  without 


Accordingly,  in  December,  1911,  I prepared  a County  scheme  for 
oing  so  ; and  this  came  before  the  County  Council  in  a printed  mem- 
orandum at  their  meeting  held  March  11th,  1912.

VI. 
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If  any  orb  takes  tlie  trouble  to  compare  the  scheme  I prepared  in 
Deciombor,  1911,  with  that  now  in  operation  throughout  the  County, 
and  to  which  t now  propose  to  allude  very  briefly,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  County  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  have  adopted  my  suggestions  practically  in  their  entirety^ 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  set  out  the  steps  by  which  the  County 
Council  undertook  to  carry  out  their  scheme,  suffice  it  to  say,  they 
have  undertaken  to  treat  insured  and  non-insured  persons  (wdiich 
includes,  of  course,  the  dependents  of  insured)  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  as  well  as  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  who  may 
require  treatment,  and  have  appointed  a County  Tuberculosis 
Committee  to  whom  they  have  given  plenary  powers.  To  enable 
this  to  be  done,  an  Agreement  vras  entered  into  between  the  County 
Council  and  the  County  Insurance  Committee  (with  the  approval  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  and  Insurance  Commissioners)  by  which 
the  Insurance  Committee  undertook  to  pay  to  the  Council  a sum 
amounting  to  £3,ooo  a year  (in  round  numbers),  in  return  for  the 
County  Council  making  themselves  responsible  for  efficiently  dealing 
with  all  insured  Tuberculous  persons  who  needed  treatment. 

From  a year’s  experience  it  seems  probable  that  for  the  present,  at 
least  the  sum  voted  by  the  Insurance  Committee,  will  cover  the  cost 
of  treating  insured  persons. 

With  regard  to  the  expenditure  being  incurred  in  connection  with 
treating  non-insured  persons,  one  half  will  be  defrayed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  the  other  by  the  County  Council  out  of  the 
County  Rate.  Briefly  put,  the  treatment  the  County  Council  have 
made  themselves  responsible  for  is  “ Institutional  treatment,”  which 
includes  treatment  either  at  Sanatoria  or  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

(A.)  Sanatoria. 

It  should  be  said,  that  it  is  not  suggested  that  all  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  should  receive  Sanatorium  treatment,  as  many  of 
them  do  not  need  it,  and  can  be  satisfactorily  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  But  on  the  other  hand,  many  should  unquestionably  do  so, 
either  with  the  object  of  cure,  or  being  educated  in  “ open-air 
methods,”  so  that  on  their  return  home  they  may  know  how  to  act. 
Before  Institutional  treatment  is  commenced,  affected  persons  will  be 
“sorted  ” (and  much  of  this  will  be  done  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispen- 
saries as  (a)  early  cases  (b)  intermediate  cases,  and  (c)  advanced 
cases. 

fa)  Early  Cases.  Persons  in  this  stage  of  the  disease  (the  stage  in 
which  there  is  the  greatest  chance  of  its  being  arrested)  are  being 
dealt  with  at  Knightwick  Sanatorium,  which  is  now  being  enlarged 
to  provide  8o  beds,  6o  of  which  have  been  retained  by  the  County 
Council. 
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fh.)  Intermeiiatd'^  and  fc.)  A dvayiced^’’  Cases, 

These  will  be  dealt  with  in  special  “Tuberculosis  Pavilions,”  to  be 
provided  at  Isolation  Hospitals.  Agreements  have  already  been 
made  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Committees  of  the  Bromsgrove  ' 
and  Stourbridge  and  Halesowen  Isolation  Hospitals,  by  wh?ch  14 
beds  will  be  provided  at  each  of  these  hospitals;  and  it  is  hoped  that 
similar  agreements  (now  under  consideration)  will  be  concluded  with 
the  Rvesham  and  Tewkesbury  Joint  Hospital  Boards,  by  which  7 
other  bed,:^  will  be  available. 

12  beds  have  been  in  use  at  the  Upton-on-Severn  Smallpox 
Hospital  since  November  7th,  1912.  So  that  before  long  it  is  antici- 
pated that  47  beds  will  be  available  for  “ intermediate”  and  “ad- 
vanced ” cases.  As  it  may  not  be  generally  known  what  I mean  by 
“intermediate”  and  “ advanced  ” cases,  1 should  explain  that  the 
former  are  persons  who  are  neither  in  an  early  nor  in  an  advanced 
stage  Of  the  disease,  but  who  could  be  advantageously  sent  to  these 
Isolation  Hospitals  in  order  to  be  educated  in  “open-air”  methods, 
which,  if  conscientiously  persevered  in,  would  benefit  tiiemselves  and 
prevent  extension  of  the  disease  to  persons  with  whom  they  come  in 
contact.  After  staying  in  hospital  for  a month  or  six  weeks,  they 
could  return  home,  live  in  “ shelters  ” (which  are  provided  at  the 
joint  cost  of  the  County  Council  and  Local  Government  Board)  and 
follow  their  usual  avocations.  “ Advanced  cases”  are  hopeless,  as 
well  as  a serious  danger  to  those  with  whom  they  come  in  contact 
unless  they  are  subject  to  proper  treatment.  It  is  contemplated  that 
not  a few  of  these  cases  will  go  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals,  and  if 
this  can  be  brought  about,  there  is  little  doubt  that  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  will  not  sweep  off  several  members  of  a household  as 
it  too  often  does  now.  ’ 


( B-)  Dispensaries, 


■ One  of  the  objects  of  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  is  to  treat  patients 
who  apply  for  treatment.  The  County  Council  have  already  made 
arrangements  by  which  14  Dispensaries  are  available. 


Your  Districts  will  be  served  by  those  at 
Redditch, 


Evesham,  Pershore  and 


Tuberculosis  Nurses. 

Arrangements  are  now  being  negotiated  with  the  County  Nursincr 
Associations  and  other  persons,  by  which  Tuberculosis  Nurses  wiff 
be  available  for  all  parts  of  the  County. 

The  nurses’  duties  will  be  ; 

•u  ^ visit,  revisit  and  advise  patients  and  persons  in  contact 
with  them  as  to  requisite  “ precautions  ” and  the  hygienic  manao-e_ 
ment  of  their  houses,  and  to  encourage  them  to  carry  them  out.  ^ 


vin. 
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2.  To  see  that  sputum  flasks  and  paper  handkerchiefs  are  used, 
subject  to  the  Doctor^s  advice.  The  object  of  this,  of  course,  is  to 
make  efforts  that  the  hig-hly  infectious  expectoration  of  patients  is 
disposed  of  in  such  a way  as  to  prevent  it  infecting  other  persons. 

3.  To  teach  patients  how  to  take  their  own  temperatures.  This 
information  is  an  all-important  guide  for  the  Doctor  in  attendance. 

4.  To  watch  contacts ’’ (persons  closely  associated  with  Con- 
sumptive persons')  and  if  necessary  to  urge  them  to  consult  their  own 
Doctor,  or  to  attend  Dispensaries  for  advice. 

5.  To  report  insanitary  conditions  to  your  District  Sanitary  In- 
spectors, in  order  that  such  conditions  may  be  brought  to  your  notice, 
and  dealt  with  as  you  may  direct 

Assistant  Medical  Officers, 

You  will  recollect  in  my  capacit}’’  of  County  Medical  Officer,  on  Jan- 
uary 30tli  last,  as  directed,  I issued  a circular  letter  inviting  your  co- 
operation with  the  County  Tuberculosis  Committee  in  connection  with 
the  prevention  of  this  disease,  and  asked  you  to  appoint  the  three 
County  Tuberculosis  Officers  as  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
for  your  Districts  (without  cost  to  you)  for  the  purpose  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis Regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  ad- 
vantages of  doing  so  were  fully  set  out  in  my  letter,  and  need  not  be 
re-capitulated  here.  As  a result  of  this  communication,  3mu  decided 
to  accede  to  the  suggestion,  and  I am  glad  to  say  the  whole  of  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County  have  done  likewise,  except  1, 
who  have  not  yet  come  to  any  decision  in  the  matter, 

I have  cursorily  described  the  County  CounciFs  scheme  for  dealing 
with  Tuberculosis,  because  hitherto  Sanitary  Authorities  were  solely 
responsible  for  the  prevenlion  of  human  diseases,  and  as  the  County 
Council  have  now  been  called  upon  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  act  in  a similar  capacity,  I felt  it  right  that  you  should  be  informed 
of  the  action  that  is  being  taken  in  your  Districts. 


Housing  and  Tuberculosis, 

Improvement  of  the  housing  accommodation  for  the  working  classes 
is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  pressing  sanitar}''  questions  of  the  day, 
and  it  is  now  generally  recognised  that  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
is  largelj’^  dependent ^upon  it.  As  the  active  measures  you  are  taking 
in  this  matter  are  described  in  my  Reports  now  submitted,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  do  so  here. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  as  you  are  aware,  are  now  taking 
special  measures  for  improving  the  Housing  Accommodation  of 
the  Working  Classes,  and  on  February  27th  last,  issued  a circular 
letter  requiring  Clerks  of  all  Sanitary  Authorities  to  send  the  Board 
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many  “ particulars  as  to  inspection  of  houses,  and  housing  conditions.” 
The  Board  s questions  were  as  follow  : 

1.  The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  District  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

2.  The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  within  the  limit  of 
rerjt  applicable  to  the  District  under  Section  14  of  the  Mousing,  Town 
Planning,  &c.  Act,  1909  (£16). 

3.  The  number  of  dwelling-houses  which  have  been  inspected 
under,  and  for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  that  Act,  and  the 
particulars  required  by  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regula- 
tions 1910,  duly  recorcded  ; — 

faj  Within  the  limit  of  rent  applicable  to  the  Distri(;t  under 
Section  14.

4.  By  what  date  can  the  inspection  of  dwelling-houses  within  the 
limit  of  rent  above  referred  to,  be  completed,  and  the  necessary 
“ records  ” made.

of  the  main  defects  should  be  briefly  indicated  in  each 
case. 
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7-  The  number  of  vacant  houses  suitable  for  persons  of  ihe  work- 
ing classes,  and  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

A Schedule  ot  these  houses  should  be  annexed  giving  the 
following  particulars  as  to  each  house,  viz.  : address  (including 
in  a Rural  District,  the  name  of  the  parish),  character 
tenement,  flat,  &c,),  rent,  accommodation. 

8.  The  number  of  houses  which  are  overcrowded  on  the  basis  ad- 
opted in  the  Census  Returns,  viz.  ; more  than  two  persons  to  a room. 

A Schedule  should  be  annnexed  in  the  case  of  a Rural  Dis- 
trict,  giving  separate  information  under  this  heading  as  regards 
each  Parish  in  the  District. 

9.  Number  of  new  houses  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Authority  is  required  to  provide  any  necessary  accommodation  for 
persons  of  the  working  classes  in  the  District,  and  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent of  such  accommodation,  e.g.  separate  houses,  tenements,  number 
of  rooms. 

A Schedule  should  be  annexed  in  the  case  of  a Rural  District, 
giving  separate  information  under  this  heading  as  regards  each 
Parish  in  the  District,  and  also  in  the  case  of  a Borough  or 
Urban  District  of  extensive  area  showing  approximately  the 
pait  of  the  borough  or  District  where  the  accommodation  is 
required. 

I have  set  out  the  information  the  Local  Government  Board  are 
asking  for,  because  I believe  it  is  not  known  locally  how  searching  are 
the  investigations  they  are  making;  and  also  because  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  Board  will  investigate  the  replies  thev  receive.  The 
Board  s Officers  have  already  visited  several  Sanitary  Districts  in  the 
County,  and  during  the  past  year  one  of  them  made  an  inspection  of 
the  Feckenham  District. 

I am  afraid  that  some  of  the  Board’s  questions  ask  for  information 
which  you  cannot  supply  accurately.

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1 68  births  (Tal)le  I)  were  registered  in  the  Borough  in  1913,  and 
registered  outside,  belonged  to  the  district.  These  169  births  give  a 
birth-rate  of  20'o  per  1,000  of  tlie  population  ; as  compared  with  an 
average  rate  for  the  3mars  1908-12  of  26’ 1. 

The  1913  birth-rate,  therefore,  was  6'i  below  the  average  of  the 
past  5 years,  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  decline  of  the 
Borougli  birth-rate  has  been  gradual  and  persistent  during  the  past 
ten  years.  The  corresponding  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales 
amounted  to  23‘9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a rate  which  is  o'l  per 
1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912,  but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other 
year  on  record.  Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1903-12 
the  birth-rate  in  1913  showed  a decrease  ot  2-4  per  1,000. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  in  1913 
(Fable  I)  was  90,  but  as  13  other  deaths  occurred  elsewhere  among 
Evesham  residents,  which  have  to  be  included,  and  i death  of  a non- 
resident is  excluded,  the  net  death-rate  last  year  amounted  to  12’0. 

Ihe  corresponding  death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  i3’7  per 
1,000,  which  was  0-4  per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912.  Compared 
with  the  average  rate  in  the  ten  years  1903-12  the  death-rate  in  1913 
showed  a decrease  of  r2  per  1,000. 

The  infantile  mortality  (see  Table  I)  of  the  Borough,  calculated  in 
the  ordinary  way,  only  equalled  76,  whereas  the  corresponding  mor- 
tality of  England  and  Wales. was  109. 

All  of  the  local  death-rates  last  year  were  satisfactorily  low. 

“ Notifiahle  Biseaf^esT 

Table  II.  shows  that  136  cases  of  ‘-notifiable”  diseases  were  re- 
ported in  1913.  Table  V.  compares  the  local  zymotic  death-rates 
with  corresponding  ones  for  England  and  Wales.

60  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified  last  year  as  compared  with  68 
in  1912  and  32  in  1911. 


It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  disease  has  been  prevalent  in  the 
Borough  (luring  the  past  2 years— as  indeed  it  has  })een  in  many 
other  districts.  Table  VI.  shows  that  cases  occurred  in  each  month 
of  1913,  except  May,  and  that  there  was  no  death. 


With  three  exceptions  all  those  attacked  were  children  under 
years  of  age  (see  Table  II). 


59  of  the  ^0  patients  were  promptly  removed  to  the  Sanatorium 
but  one  coidd  iiot  be  received,  as  the  Sanatorium  was  full,  and  the 
Medical  Superintendent  very  rightly  declined  to  overcrowd  the  Insti- 
tution. 


Throughout  1913  Scarlatina  was  mild  in  character,  and  several 
^of  the  cases  so  slight  that  the  disease  was  not  recognized  until  the 
illness  was  far  advanced.  Indeed,  I have  no  doubt  that  some  mild 
cases  were  not  heard  of  at  all ; although  special  enquiries  were  made 
at  the  schools  and  elsewhere,  and  to  this  cause  alone  must  the  pro- 
longed visitation  of  .scarlatina  be  attributed.  ^ 

You  will  r(3collect  tluit  I have  often  said  that  this  method  of  Scar- 
latina dissemination  is  frequent,  and  has  become  so  since  the  disease 
has  assumed  the  mild  form  it  has  done. 

Eemoval  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  did  not  stamp  out 
the  disease,  but  prevented  it  becoming  epidemic.  Althouo-h  most  of 
the  patients  were  children  attending  Elementary  Schools,  It  was  not 
nec'cssary  to  close  any  school,  for  at  no  time  was  there  any  special  in- 
cidence of  the  disease  at  any  particular  school.  Careful  records  have 
been  kept  of  the  names  of  the  milk-sellers  who  supplied  the  families 
V ho  had  Scailatina,  in  order  to  see  if  milk  was  a channel  of  infection 
and  it  has  lieen  found  that  51  patients  were  suiqjlied  by  U imrveyors 
and  9 did  not  have  milk.  ^ 
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Diphtheria.

There  were  42  cases  in  1913,  as  compared  with  4 cases  in  1912, 
and  3 cases  in  1911. 

Thirty-four  of  the  42  cases  notified  last  year  were  treated  at  the 
Sanatorium,  and  8 at  home.  Six  of  the  latter  were  not  removed  to 
the  Sanatorium,  as  it  was  full  at  the  time  they  were  notified. 

A child  aged  9,  who  also  had  Pulmonaiy  Tuberculosis,  died  of 
Diphtlieria  at  the  Sanatorium  on  December  3rd. 

It  not  infrequently  happens  that  when  Scarlatina  is  prevalent,  cases 
of  diphtheria  crop  up  ; but  last  year  this  association  was  unusually 
marked.  The  disease  has,  with  7 exceptions,  been  confined  to  chil- 
dren (see  Table  II.) 

I have  most  carefully  watched  whether  there  has  been  any  possi- 
bility of  the  outbreak  being  due  to  milk,  and  am  quite  convinced  that 
such  was  not  the  case.  As  there  was  no  particular  incidence  of  the 
disease  at  any  elementary  or  other  school,  it  was  not  necessary  to 
resort  to  school  closure.  Enquiry  of  local  medical  practitioners 
showed  that  ‘^sore  throat  ” hud  been  prevalent  in  the  Borough  for 
some  months  past,  and  there  seems  little  doubt  that  some  of  these 
were  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria,  as  bacteriological  examination  of  all 
children  at  the  schools  who  so  suffered,  led  to  the  detection  of  cases. 

As  soon  as  a case  of  diphtheria  was  notified,  and  the  patient  was  a 
child  at  an  Elementary  School,  Dr.  Larry  (wliorn  you  appointed  a 
year  or  two  back,  with  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board) 
visited  the  School  and  took  “ swabs  ” from  the  throats  of  child' eu 
wdio  had  suspicious  symptoms,  and  sent  them  to  the  County  Bacteri- 
ologist. The  utility  of  tlds  procedure  has  been  very  marked,  as  cases 
which  would  otherwise  not  have  been  heard  of,  were  detected. 

I am  satisfieil  that  these  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria  ( and  of  course 
those  of  Scarlatina)  were  in  no  way  due  to  insanitary  conditions,  but 
to  direct  personal  infection,  and  no  other  cause.

Both  cases  were  treated  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  one  of  tliem 
died  there  on  the  2')th  September. 


The  way  in  which  the  former  patient  contracted  his  illness  could 
not  be  ascertained  ; the  latter  resided  ;d  a cottage  in  the  outskirts  of 
tlio  town,  the  well  water  of  which  had  become  polluted,  although  an 
analysis  made  some  time  previously  showed  it  to  be  good.  This 
man’s  illness  was  not  well-marked  Typhoid  Fever,  and  from  a 
medical  poinr  of  view  was  specially  interesting. 

Measles.  Whooping  Cough. 

No  death  was  attributed  to  these  diseases  during  the  year.  They 
are,  as  you  know,  not  notitiable,’’  but  there  is  no  reason  to  think 
either  of  them  was  prevalent. 

Pulmonary  Tuber  miosis. 

The  local  incidence  of  this  complaint  is  shown  in  Tables  IX.  and  A., 
B.  and  C.  (General  Observations). 

Table  IX.  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and  death-rates  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  in  each  of  the  years  1904-1913  inclusive.

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Tal)le  IX  sliows  that  the  death-rate  from  Piilmonarj  Taherculosis 
last  3mar  (8*2)  was  1*7  below  the  average  for  the  Borough  (9  9),  hut 
above  that  of  the  Countj^  (7*8). 

In  addition  to  the  7 deaths  noted  in  this  Table,  a cliild  belonging 
to  the  Borough,  and  who  had  been  “notih^'d”  as  a Pnlmoriary 
Tuberculosis  patient,  died  at  the  Evesham  Sanatorium  from  Diph- 
theria. 

20  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5 of  non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  As  I have  dealt  with 
‘^Tuberculosis/’  under  ‘‘General  Observations’’  I do  not  think  it 
necessary  to  say  more  about  it  now. 


Elementary  Schools. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any  School  during  the  year  on  account 
of  disease.  The  sanitary  arrrangements  need  no  comment  on  this 
occasion.

130  patients  were  treated  in  the  Sanatorium  last  year,  as  compared 
with  133  in  1912,  and  71  in  1911, 

It  has  been  recognized  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  some  time 
past,  that  the  Administration  block  at  this  Sanatorium  is  not  large 
enough  for  present  requirements,  and  consequently  the  Board  instruc- 
ted the  B'orough  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  for  enlargement.  No 
definite  decision  has  yet  been  arrived  at  in  this  matter,  but  I have 
every  reason  for  thinking  the  necessary  additions  will  not  long  be  de- 
layed. 

In  response  to  a suggestion  made  by  the  County  Council,  the  Board 
decided  to  erect  a “ Tuberculosis  Pavilion  ” for  6 beds,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £600;  3/5  of  which  will  be  paid  by  the  Local  Government 
hoard,  and  2/5  by  the  Hos])ital  Hoard.  Tlie  plans  for  this  were  also 
pi'cpared  by  the  13orough  Surveyor,  and  have  been  unofiicially  ap- 
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proved  hy  tlie  Local  Government  Board.  5 of  tJie  beds  will  be 
available  for  Worcestershire  patients  in  tlie  “ int«-Tmediate  ’’and 
advanced  stage  ot  the  disease,  and  the  6th  will  be  set  apart  for 
Gloucestersliire  patients.  The  Hospital  Board  have  now  under  con- 
sideration a draft  agreement,  submitted  by  the  County  Council,  and 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  by  which  the  Council  will 
pay  the  Board  for  equipping  and  maintaining  the  Tuberculosis 
Pavilion,  30/-  per  bed  per  week  when  occupied,  and  10/-  per  bed 
pel  w^eek  when  unoccupiod.  When  this  pavilion  is  ready  it  will  be 
of  tlie  greatest  utility  for  teaching  tuberculosis  patients  how  they 
oiiglit  to  act,  and  for  segregating  tliose  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the 
disease  the  most  infectious  stage — and  so  preventing  spread  of  the 
malady. 

I expressed  the  opinion  in  my  last  Eeport  that  ‘‘the  time  has 
arrived  fora  Medical  Superintendent,  resident  in  Evesham,  to  be 
appointed,  who  should  be  responsible  for  the  general  control  of  the 
Institution  and  the  staff.’  In  due  course  the  Board  asked  me  to 
confer  witli  them  on  the  subject,  and  decided  unanimously  to  adopt 
my  suggestion.  Subsequently  Dr.  Harthan  was  appointed.

inspection  \\  ere  considered  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  health  as  to  be  unlit  for  habitation,  the  number  of  representations 
“made  to  the  Local  Authority  with  a view  to  the  making  of  Closing 
Cideis,  the  number  of  Closing  Orders  made,  the  number  of 
dwelling-houses^  the  defects  in  which  were  remedied  without  the 
“making  of  Closing  Orders,  the  number  of  dwelling-houses  which, 
“ after  the  nnaking  of  Closing  Orders,  were  put  into  a fit  state  for 
human  habitation,  and  the  general  character  of  the  defects  found 
“ to  exist.^  He  shall  also  include  any  other  information  and  particu- 
“ lars  which  he  may  consider  desirable  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
“ inspection  under  the  said  Section.” 

By  Article  II,  “ the  inspection  under,  and  .for  the  purpose  of 
SuleSectiou  (1)  (d‘  Section  17,  shall  be  made  by  the  Aledical  Officer 
1^^‘tlth,  or  hy  an  Ojjicer  desiy  netted  by  the  Local  Author  it  y d'' 

When  this  Oidei  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  issued  Mr. 
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Harvey  your  Borough  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  “ the 
Officer  designated  by  the  T.ocal  Authority,”  and  throughout  has  pre- 
pared the  ‘‘  records”  which,  by  Article  III.  the  Board  have  laid  down 

shall  be  prepared.” 

If  you  will  refer  to  Mr  Harvey’s  Annual  Eeport  (appended)  you 
will  see  the  statement  of  the  work  he  carried  out  during^  1913  set  in 
tabular  form  ” to  conform  with  Article  V.  From  this  it  is  obvious 
that  only  63  “records”  were  prepared.  On  the  face  of  it.  this  is 
not  satisfactory,  and  does  not  carry  out  the  Local  Oovernment 
Board  “ Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Eegulations  1909,  to  the 
extent  that  is  desirable. 

Article  IV.  of  these  “Eegulations,”  requires  that  ‘Hhe  Local 
“ Authority  shall,  as  far  as  may  be  necessary,  take  into  consideration 
“ at  each  of  their  ordinary  meetings  the  records  kept  in  pursuance  of 
“ Article  III  of  these  Eegulations,  and  shall  give  all  such  directions 
“ and  take  all  such  action  within  their  powers  as  may  be  necessary. 
None  of  the  63  “records”  were  considered  by  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  past  year,  but  Mr.  Harvey  writes  that  he  “ is  now  filling 
“ up  the  records  thoroughly,  and  has  clone  1 60  during  this  year  (1914) 
“and  it  is  his  intention  to  bring  up  30  each  month,  and  ask  for  the 
“instructions  of  the  Council.” 

Although  Mr.  Harvey  says  “not  one  record  (was)  la.id  before  the 
Committee  in  1913,”  a large  number  of  houses  were  inspected  (though 
not  in  such  a manner  as  to  enable  him  to  compile  the  records)  and  all 
the  defects  discovered  were  transferred  to  his  Inspector  s Journal  and 
and  dealt  with  by  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Harvey’s  report  shows  that  only  1 house  was  ‘‘  represented  as 
unfit  for  habitation,”  during  1913.  He  has,  however,  prepared  a list 
of  83  cottages  he  says  are  in  “ poor  condition,”  this  number  includes 
many  of  the  72  referred  to  in  my  Annual  Eeport  for  191 1 as  being 
in  that  state.  No  Closing  Order  was  issued  during  the  year ; indeed, 
it  is  quite  impracticable  for  the  Corporation  to  make  any  such  Order, 
owing  to  the  dearth  of  cottages.  I may  remind  you  that  in  my 
Annual  Eeport  for  1911  (p.  27)  I said  “ there  is  undoubtedly  a great 
“ scarcity  of  cottages  for  the  working  classes,  and  at  the  present  Dine 
“there  is  not  one  vacant  house  in  the  Borough  within  the  limit  of 
“ Section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning  &c.  Act  1909  ” (£16). 

I again  referred  to  this  subject  in  my  Eeport  for  1912  (p.  25)  and 
wrote  “ I submit,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  for  the 
“ Corporation,  without  further  dela.y,  to  prepare  a scheme  for  building 
“ an  afiequate  number  ( f cottages,  capable  of  being  let  at  rents  which 
“ labourers  can  afford  to  pay.”  I also  pointed  out  that  “ I was  aware 
“of  course  that  there  may  be  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  a site,  but 
“the  Housing  Act  empowers  Public  Authorities,  where  necessary,  to 
“ acquire  land  compulsorily.”  I am  justified  in  stating  that  for 
some  years  past  the  Corporation  have  thoroughly  appreciated  the  ur- 
4>’ent  need  of  cottages,  but  have  held  their  hand,  as  it  seemed  possible 
that  labourers’  houses  would  be  provided  by  private  enterprise.  Up 
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to  the  time  of  writing,  however,  no  coniy)lete  sclieine  for  tin’s  has  been 
siii)initte(l.  On  October  1st,  1913,  a Special  Coniniittoe,  appointed  by 
the  Corporation,  held  a Public  Enquiry  as  to  the  scarcity  of  cottages 
and  reported  in  the  affirmative. 

Yonr  Inspector  writes  in  his  Annual  Eeport  as  follows  ‘ffinly  about  10 
‘‘  small  houses  (and  these  let  lor  5/-  to  7/6  per  week  each)  have  been 
“ erected  during  the  year.  Several  have  been  repaired.  Plans  for 
“four  cottages  have  been  prepared  by  me,  and  these  are  to  be  built 
“by  private  eiiterprise,  in  Mill  Street.  Some  suitable  land  is  just 
“ coming’  into  the  market,  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  cottages  will 
“ be  bniltd  I feel  certain  that  the  Corporation  are  fully  jirepared  to 
carry  out  the  regulations  which  devolve  upon  them  under  Parr  III.  of 
the  “ Uousing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act  1909,”  and  if  necessary  to 
build  at  once.  Therefore,  if  this  “ suitable  land”  to  which  Mr.  Har- 
vey refers  is  not  quickly  acquired  for  building,  I strongly  urge  the 
Corporation  to  utilize  their  powers  for  acquiring  land  compulsorily 
and  building  a large  number  of  cottages  capable  of  being  let  at  ren- 
tals which  labourers  can  afford  to  pay. 

Improvement  of  housing  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  presssing  sanitary  questions  of  the  day, 
and  it  is  now  generally  recognized  that  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
is  largely  dependent  npon  it.  I wish  therefore  to  remind  you  that 
the  Borough  <leatli-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  high,  and 
amounted  to  13-1  per  10,000  in  1912,  and  8 2 per  10,000  in  1913; 
furthermore,  that  24  such  cases  were  notified  in  1912,  and  20  in  1913. 

1 submit,  therefore,  that  these  facts  forcibly  support  my  plea  that 
better  housing  is  most  urgently  needed  in  the  Borough. 

Water  Supply^  Sewerage,  etc^ 

Mr.  Harvey  deals  in  his  Report  with  questions  of  Water  Supply, 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal,  Milk  Supply,  Excrement  Disposal, 
Scavenging,  Slaughter-houses,  Factories  and  Workshops,  Bakehouses, 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  Offensive  Trades,  and  Byelaws,  and  I 
have  little  to  add  to  his  remarks,  except  that  my  own  observation  con- 
firms what  he  says.  As  regards  what  he  says  about  “ House 
Refuse,”  I trust  that  the  large  number  of  defective  ash  receptacles 
will  be  ordered  to  be  done  away  with,  and  that  sanitary  dustbins, 
having  proper  covers,  will  be  substituted.  For  public  health  reasons  it 
is  essential  that  the  dustbins  should  be  provided  with  proper  covers. 

Now  that  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works  have  been  so  greatly  improved 
at  a cost  of  £9,000,  river  pollution  should,  and  I believe  will,  cease.

hilaiton  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Sanatorium  at  Bengeworth  has  again  been  in  constant  use,  and 
at  times  cjuite  full.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  enlarging  the  Ad- 
ministrative Block,  and  also  for  the  erection  of  Wards  for  the  treat- 
ment of  Consumptives.  The  two  Shelters  have  been  Used  almost 
continuously  by  Tuberculous  patients. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  houses  is  done  by  spraying  with  formaldehyde, 
evaporating  formalin  tablets,  and  by  formaldehyde  being  vaporised  by 
permanganate  of  potash.  Bedding  and  clothing  are  disinfected  in 
the  “ Recks  ” disinfector,  at  the  Sanatorium.  “ Saint  Bede”  disinfect- 
ant is  freely  used  in  the  patients’  homes. 

Paper  handkerchiefs  and  spitting  flasks  are  provided  for  Phthisis 
patients,  and  their  homes  are  inspected  four  times  a year,  and  as 
occasion  arises. 

House  Accommodation. 

This  remains  much  the  same  as  last  year,  and  my  remarks  thereon 
would  still  apply.  Only  about  10  small  houses  (and  these  let  from 
5/-  to  7/6  per  week  each)  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  Several 
have  been  repaired.  Plans  for  four  cottages  have  been  prepared  by 
me,  and  these  are  to  be  built  by  private  enterprise,  in  Mill  Street. 
Some  suitable  land  is  just  coming  into  the  market,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
more  cottages  will  soon  be  built. 


Water  Supply. 

This  is  obtained  from  springs  on  the  North  Ootswolds  by  gravita- 
tion, and  has  continued  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  rainfall  for  1913  was  22-87  inches,  and  35*5  inches  in  1912, 
consequently,  the  yield  of  the  springs  has  decreased  considerably,  so 
that  if  dry  weather  continues  we  shall  have  to  be  careful  in  the 
use  and  abuse  of  this  most  necessary  commodity. 

The  fact  that  we  shall  not  be  supplying  three  or  four  of  the  rural 
parishes  will  help  a little  should  signs  of  shortness  come  along  during 
the  Summer. 

The  County  Analyst’s  monthly  reports  upon  his  bacteriological  ex- 
amination of  samples  submitted  to  him,  state  that  the  water  is  of  its 
usual  good  quality,  and  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 
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Milk  Supply. 

The  niHTiber  of  Milk  Purveyors  is  13,  Cow-keepers  and  Dairymen  5, 

and  5 Milkshops,  and  the  average  number  of  milch  cows  in  the 
Borough  42. 

The  greater  part  of  the  milk  supply  is  brought  in  from  the  Rural 
District. 

1 he  cowsheds  and  milk  stores  are  kept  in  conformity  with  the 
Regulations. 

Sewage 

_ The  recent  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  costing 
about  £9,000.  have  been  completed,  and  the  works  are  now  in  good 
order,  and  the  effluents  from  the  tanks,  contact  beds  and  secondary 
filters  are  at  the  time  of  writing  very  satisfactory.  I am  building  a 
Laboratoty,  where  the  analyses  can  be  carried  out  under  more  favour- 
able conditions.  A supply  of  pure  water  has  just  been  laid  on  to  the 
works. 


Pollution  of  Str earns j 

I am  not  aware  of  any  pollution  of  the  Avon,  except  perhaps  from 
the  surface  water  during  storms,  and  this  can  only  be  slight  compared 
to  the  volume  of  water  in  the  river,  and  no  signs  of  putrifaction  have 
been  discovered. 


Excrement  Disposal. 

The  water  carriage  system  is  in  vogue.  There  are  only  four  pail 
closets  (on  the  outskirts  of  the  town)  and  these  are  regularly  emptied 
by  the  Corporation’s  workmen. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation’s  workmen. 

The  refuse  from  each  house  being  removed  once  a week,  and  is 
disposed  of  by  burial.  A good  portion  of  the  Gas  Works  meadow  has 
been  raised  to  a height  of  four  feet  in  this  way. 

Nuisances. 

Very  few  nuisances  have  occurred  during  the  year,  and  these  have 
been  promptly  dealt  with. 


Schools. 

The  new  Council  School  for  infants  in  Swan  Lane  came  into  use 
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durin-  the  year.  I understand  that  the  improvements  to  Merstow 
Green  Schools  will  shortly  be  commenced.  Ihe  schools  have  been 
disinfected  as  occasion  required,  upon  the  advice  of  your  iViedica 

Officer. 

Slaughter-houses 

The  four  slaughter-houses  are  in  good  order,  the  recent  improve- 
ments tending  to  keep  them  so. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  27  Factories  and  150  Workshops  in  the  Borough;  the 
followiiiiT  is  a list  of  the  latter  basket  makers  8,  bootmakers  12, 
blacksmiths  ,0.  brewers  10,  bakers  15,  coopers  1,  carpentem  10, 
cvcle  fitters  8,  dressmakers  ‘26,  plumbers  5,  lope  makeis  1,  saddler.  , 
stone  masons  1,  sweet-makers  2,  watchmakers  5,  gloveresses  10, 
wheelwrights  5,  umbrella  makers  8,  tailors  14,-150.  Air  space  cards 
are  renewed  as  required.  Limewashing  has  been  attended  to  where 

necessary. 

The  Factories  consist  of  the  following  brewers  5,  butchers  I, 
brickworks  1,  corn  mill  1,  carriage  and  motor  works  5,  engineer  1, 
fruit*  and  vegetables  2,  mineral  waters  1,  printers  1,  optical  case 
maker  1,  woodwork  3,  laundry  1,  provender  merchant  1. 

Bakehouses. 

The  maiority  of  these  are  in  good  order,  having  been  re  built.  All 
are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition  One.  where  the  trade  has  outgrown 
the  accommodation,  is  about  to  be  removed,  and  better  premises  built. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  four  Common  1, edging  Houses  continue  to  be  well  conducted 
and  the  regulations  observed. 

Oj^ensive  Trades. 

No  offensive  trade  is  carried  on  in  the  Borough,  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received. 

Bye-laws. 

These  have  been  carried  out  as  occasion  may  have  required.

A number  of  the  old  houses  have  been  repaired  and  improved,  but  there  still  remain 
a large  number  of  houses  in  a poor  and  unsatisfactory  state. 

House  Refuse.  There  are  a large  number  of  defective  ash  receptacles— boxes, 
baskets,  etc.  being  used,  these  have  no  covers  and  are  the  happy  hunting  grounds  for 
the  cats  at  night,  and  in  warm  weather  when  flys  and  microbes  multiply  apace  it  is 
probable  that  harmful  germs  may  be  conveyed  into  the  houses.  The  following  is  a list 
ef  these  receptacles  : — galvanized  bins  with  covers  205,  wooden  boxes  minus  covers 
1099,  old  zinc  buckets  164,  hampers  25,  old  zinc  wash-up  baths  13,  fixed  bins  2, 
barrels  (small)  14,  bags  and  baskets  2,  occupiers  dispose  of  their  refuse^on  the  land  29

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Table  I,  shows  that  207  births  were  registered  in  the  District  in 
1913.  Three  of  these  207  births  do  not  belong  to  the  District,  and 
therefore  have  been  subtracted.  One  birth,  which  occurred  outside 
the  District,  but  belonged  to  the  District  has  been  added,  so  that  the 
net  birth-rate  amounted  to  22  2 per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  com- 
pared with  the  average  rate  of  25-0  for  the  years  1908-12.  The  1913 
birth-rate,  therefore,  was  2*8  below  the  average  of  the  past  5 years. 

The  corresponding  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  amounted  to 
23’9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a rate  which  is  OT  per  1,000  above 
the  rate  in  191  2,  but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record. 
Compared  with  the  average  in  the  10  years  1903-12,  the  birth-rate  in 
1913  showed  a decrease  of  2‘4  per  1,000. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  in  1913  was 
118.  Included  in  this  toial  are  1 1 deaths  of  persons  who  did  not  be- 
long to  the  District,  and  therefore,  have  been  excluded,  but  7 deaths 
of  persons  registered  outside,  but  who  belonged  to  the  District,  h tve 
been  added;  consequently,  the  net  death-rate  amounted  to  12'3  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  lastyear  was  13*7  per  1,000, 
which  was  0*4  per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912.  Compared  with  the 
average  rate  in  the  10  years  1903-12,  the  death-rate  in  1913  showed  a 
decrease  of  i'2  per  1,000, 

The  infantile  mortality  (see  Table  I.)  amounted  to  82.  The  corres- 
ponding mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  109. 

Table  II  shows  the  number  of  ‘‘  notified  ” cases,  and  Table  Y.  com- 
pares the  local  zymotic  death-rates  for  1913  with  those  of  England 
and  Wales.

There  were  only  30  cases  of  Scarlatina  notified  last  year,  as  com- 
pared with  65  in  1912.  Twenty-six  of  the  former  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Of  these  30  cases,  no  less  than  29  occurred  in  children  under  15 
years  of  ege. 

You  will  see  from  Table  VI,  that  the  cases  were  scattered,  and  that 
there  was  no  special  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  any  locality. 

The  Church  Honeybourne  cases  all  occurred  in  one  house.  The 
three  cases  at  Cleeve  Prior  were  associated  with  a ‘‘  return  case  ” from 
the  Sanatorium.  At  one  time  it  seemed  likely  that  there  would  be  an 
epidemic  of  a mild  form  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Badsey,  but  the  mild, 
unrecognised  cases  were  diligently  s<  ught  for,  and  patients  were  re- 
moved to  the  Sanatorium,  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  disease,  as  is  so  often  now  the  case,  was  mild,  and  caused  no 
death  during  1913. 

The  Offenham  Council  Infant  School  was  closed  for  I day  on  the 
23rd  September,  in  order  that  it  might  be  disinfected,  as  a child  in  an 
infectious  condition  had  been  there.

These  seven  cases  were  Removed  to  the  Isolatioti  Hospital.

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ISanitary  JForlo 
llousiny. 

Mr.  Holloway’s  Annual  Heport  upon  the  action  which  lias  been 
taken  under  3'oiir  direction  during  the  year  for  improving  the  hous- 
ing accommodation  of  the  working  classes  in  your  district  is  most  satis- 
factory. That  60  labourers’  cottages  at  rentals  varying  from  3/6 
to  4/8  per  week  have  already  been  built  at  Broad waj',  and  87  others 
either  are  now  being  built,  or  will  very  shortly  be  built^  under  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c<,  Act  1909,  without  charge  upon  the 
rates,  is  a record  of  which  you  may  most  justifiably  be  proud. 

In  addition  to  these,  Sir  Charles  Swinfen  Eady  has  built  4 cottages 
at  Norton,  and  is  about  to  build  others  in  the  parish. 

The  Broadway  Housing  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Every  house  is  let,  there  are  no  arrears  of  rent,  and  the  tenants  are 
much  pleased  with  the  cottages.  The  balance  sheet’’  wTiich  has 
been  prepared  by  your  Clerk  is  of  more  than  local  interest,  so  I now 
give  it.

Mr,  Holloway’s  tabular  statement  (appended)  with  regard  to  the 
work  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Acts  shews  that  much  has  been 
done;  and  that  it  is  now  possible  to  close  houses  that  are  unfit  for 
habitation  without  rendering  people  homeless. 

An  appeal  against  a Closing  Order  at  Broadway  was  made  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  March  I7th,  1913,  and  after  the  Board 
had  been  supplied  with  copies  of  all  notices  and  correspondence  with  a 
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view  to  hearing*  the  appeal,  the  owner’s  agent  withdrew  it  on  May 
15th.  On  December  8th,  1918,  4 Demolition  Orders  with  respect  to 
houses  at  Broadway  were  made,  against  which  owners  appealed  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  but  their  appeals  were  abandoned  on 
January  3rd,  1914. 

Water  Supply. 

This  question  is  dealt  with  at  some  length  in  my  last  Annual 
Report.  A loa.n  of  £11,180  has  been  sanctioned,  and  the  work  neces- 
sary to  couple  up  the  ‘‘Villages  Waterworks”  with  the  Stanway 
Springs  is  now  in  hand.  Water-pipes  are  also  now  being  laid 
throughout  the  village  of  Offenham,  and  very  shortly  Hampton,  Bad- 
sey,  Wickhamford  and  Aldington,  so  long  supplied  with  water  “ in 
bulk”  by  Evesham  Corporation  at  1/4  per  1,000  gallons,  will  be  con- 
nected with  the  villages  scheme.  An  agreement  was  made  with 
Evesham  Corporation  to  continue  to  supply  Wood  Norton,  Chadbury, 
and  the  outlying  parts  of  Norton  and  Bench  wick  parish  from  March 
21st,  1914  for  a further  period  of  10  years  at  1/-  per  1,000  gallons. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  you  gave  instructions  for  1 2 samples 
of  well  water  at  Harvington  (samples  which  were  considered  typical 
of  all  the  wells  in  the  village)  to  be  sent  to  the  County  Analyst,  who 
reported  that  they  were  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  Harvington  wells  are  deep,  and  I anticipate  that  even  when 
cleansed  they  will  not  supply  water  that  is  fit  for  potable  purposes. 
If  my  anticipations  eventually  turn  out  to  be  correct,  local  water- 
works will  have  to  be  provided.  How  this  can  best  be  done  is,  of 
course,  a matter  for  future  consideration. 

If  Harvington  be  so  dealt  with,  14  of  the  17  parishes  in  your  dis- 
trict will  Rave  water- works.  Few  Rural  Councils  have  done  so  much 
in  supplying  their  districts  with  water- works  as  you  have  done. 
Many  of  these  parishes  have  been  supplied,  not  because  the  sup- 
plies were  scanty,  but  because  wells  proved  to  be  polluted. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

No  sewerage  schemes  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
That  for  Bretforton  has  been  postponed,  as  the  borrowing  powers  for 
the  parish  are  exhausted  in  connection  with  water-works.  Highly 
desirable  as  efficient  sewerage  undoubtedly  is,  the  provision  of  a 
wholesome  water-supply  undoubtedly  takes  precedence. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  the  sewage  outfall  works  you  have 
carried  out,  and  none,  in  my  opinion,  were  called  for. 

Slaughter-houses,  Factories  and  Workshops. 

Mr.  Holloway’s  report  explains  the  state  of  these  trades,  I have 
no  criticism  to  offer  upon  what  he  says. 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds, 

These  places  h iVe,  as  usual,  been  regularly  inspected  and  are.  aS 
Well  kept  as  can  be  required  under  the  Dairies  aed  Cowsheds 
Orders.  The  Milk  Bill,  laid  before  Parliament  by  the  late  President 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  has  apparently  been  “pigeon-holed,” 
as  the  public  have  heard  nothing  about  it  for  some  time  past*  Until 
some  such  Act  is  in  force,  grooming  of  milking  cows,  so  essential  for 
the  cleanliness  of  milk  supplies,  cannot  be  insisted  upon,  nor  can 
landlords  be  compelled  to  provide  sanitary  cowsheds  for  dairymen.  I 
have  alluded  to  both  these  questions  in  previous  Annual  Pepotts,  and 
Mr.  Holloway’s  report  emphasizes  the  latter  point. 

Scavenging,  Excrement  Disposal, 

There  is  no  “ public  scavenging’^  carried  out  in  your  district,  but 
the  advisability  of  you  arranging  for  this  at  Hampton  was  considered 
during  the  year.  After  due  consideration  you  decided  not  to  apply 
for  the  urban  powers  required  to  carry  this  out,  just  at  present. 

Burial  Ground, 

I alluded  last  year  to  a Special  EeportI  made  oh  Offenham  Church- 
yard, in  which  I recommended  that  this  Burial  Ground  be  closed  on 
December  31st,  1914.  I also  stated  that  an  Inspector  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  subsequently  held  a l.ocal  Inquiry,  The  Board 
informed  3mu  that  they  wotild  re- consider  the  question  of  issuing  a 
Closing  Order  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  year.  On  January 
31st,  1914,  the  Local  Government  Board  wrote,  enquiring  the  number 
of  Vacant  grave  spaces,  and  the  Vicar  informed  your  clerk  there  were 
21,  whereas  in  a report  he  made  to  me  on  30th  March,  1912,  he  said 
there  were  “a  few  scattered  grave  spaces  here  and  there.”  In  conse- 
quence of  the  Vicar’s  statement  that  there  were  2 1 vacant  grave  spaces 
the  Board  have  since  written  jmur  clerk  that  it  is  unnecessary  for 
them  to  take  any  action  at  present.

Housing, 

After  three  year’s  working-  of  the  Housing-  and  Town  Planning- 
Act  of  1909,  the  all-round  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions  of 
your  district  is  very  apparent,  and  when  the  necessary  works  relating 
to  two  further  villages,  which  have  recently  been  inspected,  are 
carried  out,  and  the  housing  schemes  which  the  Council  have  under- 
taken, are  completed,  there  will,  I think,  be  very  little  cause  for  com- 
plaint, either  of  shortage,  or  of  insanitary  dwellings, 

Since  writing  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  Broadway  Housing 
Scheme  has  been  completed,  every  house  is  let,  and  the  tenants  ex- 
press their  entire  approval,  the  cottages  not  only  add  to  their  comfort, 
but  there  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  tenants,  thus 
proving  the  undeni  able  benefits  which  will  be  derived  by  improved 
housing  accommodation. 

Sir  Charles  Swinfon  Eady  has  erected  4 cottages  in  Norton,  thus 
relieving  the  immediate  pressure  with  regard  to  housing  in  that  par- 
ish. He  is  considering  the  necessity  for  further  houses,  and  is  pre- 
pared to  continue  building  if  such  is  proved. 

In  July,  as  instructed  by  you,  I prepared  a scheme  for  the  erection 
of  26  cottages  at  Offenham,  10  of  these  houses  are  nearing  completion 
and  the  remainder  will  be  occupied  by  the  end  of  May, 

A scheme  for  24  cottages  for  the  Littleton  parishes  is  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  further  schemes  for  20 
cottages  for  Bretfoiton  and  15  at  Harvington  will  be  proceeded  with 
when  sites  can  be  obtained. 

In  each  of  my  plans  I have  adhered  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  given  a large  living  room,  a scullery 
fitted  with  bath,  copper,  and  small  cooking  stove,  there  is  also  a larder, 
coals  store  place,  and  W.C.,  and  3 bedrooms  to  each  cottage.  The 
rents  vary  from  3/6  to  4/8  per  Aveek  inclusive,  and  in  no  instance  is 
the  scheme  a charge  upon  the  rates.  The  cost  per  cottage  is  about 
£155,  exclusive  of  land. 

The  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  was  69,  of 
which  the  Council  were  responsible  for  40,  ^ 

This  year  I have  inspected  about  400  houses,  and  there  were  112 
dealt  with  in  accoz dance  w-itli  the  Housing  xActs,  the  other  inspections 
being  to  ascertain  the  nuniber  of  oottag-es  which  w-ere  overcrowded  or 
insanitary,  and  in  order  to  framn  a recommendation  to  the  Council  as 
to  the  number  of  cottages  required. 
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There  were  22  houses  reported  as  unfit  for  habitation,  20  were 
closed,  and  29  were  made  reasonably  fit  for  habitation  without  closing. 
Of  the  20  houses  closed  there  were  ten  demolished.  Under  Section 
15  of  the  Housing  Act  there  were  7 notices  served,  and  the  number 
of  cases  of  overcrowding  abated  was  13. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  sewerage  in  any  part  of  the 
district.  The  out  fall  works  have  all  been  satisfactorily  attended  to, 
and  there  have  not  been  any  complaints  made  regarding  any  of  the 
schemes. 

The  number  of  house  drains  laid  is  97,  31  trapped,  and  33  obstruc- 
ted drains  opened  56  additional  W.C’s.  have  been  provided,  27  re- 
paired, 10  pail  closets  or  privies  convert<-d  to  W.C’s.,  17  privies  to 
pail  closets,  and  13  additional  ones  provided. 

There  were  81  drains  tested  with  water,  as  is  the  practice  through- 
out your  district. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  number  of  samples  of  water  sent  for  analysis  was  18,  6 of 
which  were  from  the  public  supplies.  It  has  now  been  arranged  to 
submit  these  samples  monthly,  and  the  County  Council  will  carry  out 
the  analysis  iree  of  charge. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  I had  reason  to  believe  that  the  water  sup- 
ply of  Harvington  was  unsatisfactory,  and  upon  reporting  the  matter 
I was  instructed  to  submit  12  samples  for  analysis.  12  wells  were 
chosen  as  being  representative  and  the  County  Analyst  reported  that 
all  the  samples  were  unsatisfactory  and  that  the  water  was  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes.  The  Council  are  now  considering  the  question  of 
a public  water  supply  for  this  parish. 

As  reported  last  year,  Offenham  is  to  have  a supply  of  water  from 
the  Joint  Water-works,  and  this  work  is  nearing  completion.  The 
parishes  of  Badsey,  Hampton,  Wickhamford  and  Aldington  at  pres- 
ent supplied  by  the  Evesham  Corporation  will  also  be  connected  up 
by  the  Joint  Water  Committee,  and  to  meet  the  increased  demand 
the  Council  are  augmenting  the  water  supply. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  as  to  the  7 slaughter-houses 
on  the  register ; they  have  all  been  kept  in  a cleanly  state.  I have 
given  special  attention  as  to  the  meat  sold  in  the  district,  but  have 
found  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 
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Factories  and  Workshops. 

T\v^)  new  worl<shops  have  been  reg-isfered  this  year,  and  the  total 
now  is  1 13,  of  wliich  17  have  })een  certified  for  limewashing-,  and  7 
were  (h'alt  with  as  reg;-ards  insanitary  conditions.  The  bakehouses 
are  all  in  g-ood  order,  and  kept  in  a cleanly  state. 

Dairies  and  CowB,heds. 

Another  instance  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  Reg-ulations 
relating  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  has  occurred.  A new  dairy  was 
registered,  the  premises  were  inspected  and  notices  were  served  upon 
the  tenant  of  the  farm  to  carry  out  the  necessary  alterations.  The 
tenant  argued  that  the  landlord  was  responsible  and  should  do  this 
work.  The  notices  were  sent  on,  but  although  5 months  have  elapsed 
the  matter  is  at  a standstill. 

There  are  18  dairies  on  the  register,  and  32  cowsheds.  Four  con- 
traventions of  the  Drders  have  been  dealt  with. 

For  further  details  of  the  work  carried  out  in  your  district  during 
the  past  year  I must  refer  you  to  the  tabular  summary  appended.

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lable  I shows  that  263  births  were  registered  in  the  District  in 
igT3,  but  as  one  of  these  does  not  belong  to  the  District,  it  has  been 
excluded. 

Consequently,  the  net  birth-rate  amounted  to  197  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  22 'o  for  the  years 
1908-12.  The  1913  birth-rate  therefore  was  2*3  below  the  average  of 
the  past  5 years. 

The  corresponding  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  amounted  to 
23’9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a rate  which  is  o’l  per  1,000  above 
the  rate  in  1912,  but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record. 
Compared  with  the  average  in  the  ten  years  1903-12,  the  birth-rate  in 
1913  showed  a decrease  of  2-4  per  1,000. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  in  1913  was 
1551  one  of  these  was  a non-resident  and  13  deaths  of  residents 

were  registered  outside  the  District,  the  net  death-rate  amounted  to  12 ‘5. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  last  year  was  137  per 
1,000,  which  was  0*4  per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912.  Compared 
with  the  average  rate  in  the  lo  years  1903-12  the  death-rate  in  1913 
shewed  a decrease  of  r2  per  1,000. 

The  infantile  mortality  (see  Table  1.)  amounted  to  68.  The  corres- 
ponding mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  109.

This  Table  shows  that  the  disease  was  distributed  throughout  the 
District,  and  that  it  was  not  epidemic  in  any  locality. 

Three  of  the  four  cases  at  Bricklehampton  were  in  one  family,  and 
the  same  may  be  said  of  those  at  Elmley  Castle;  and  Table  II.  shows 
that  68  of  the  8i  cases  occurred  in  children  of  school-going  age. 

One  of  the  earliest  of  the  cases  at  Charlton  was  found  in  the  peel- 
ing, or  advanced  stage,  before  it  was  notified.  The  outbreaks  in  this 
village,  and  at  Cropthorne,  were  closely  associated,  as  many  children 
from  the  former  village  go  to  the  Cropthorne  School. 

The  fatal  case  recorded  in  Table  VI.  was  a Cropthorne  child,  who 
contracted  the  disease  in  Birmingham,  and  died  at  the  Isolation 
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Hospital.  A child,  who  also  contracted  his  disease  at  Birmingham, 
was  taken  back  home  from  Cropthorne  on  the  24th  August  in  a 
closed  vehicle,  with  precautionary  measures  against  spreading  the 
disease.  I advised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Birmingham  of 
this  occurrence,  who  undertook  to  have  the  vehicle  disinfected. 

With  the  exception  of  the  fatal  case  alluded  to,  the  outbreaks  were 
mild  in  character.  On  reference  to  a subsequent  paragraph  on 
Schools  you  will  see  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  Charlton,  Cropthorne 
and  Pinvin  Schools  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  periods  for 
which  the  schools  were  closed  are  shown  in  that  paragraph. 

Diphtheria. 

Table  VII.  gives  the  monthly  incidence  of  the  disease  during  1913.

The  fatal  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Drakes  Broughton  on  iith 
January,  1913.  I made  special  enquiries  as  to  this,  and  found  that  it 
was  associated  with  antecedent  sore  throat  among  other  members  of 
the  family,  two  of  whom  had  been  operated  upon  for  enlarged  tonsils. 

The  case  at  Peopleton  occurred  in  December  at  a house  which  was 
surrounded  by  an  insanitary  moat,  which  I requested  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  deal  with. 

Diphtheria  cases  were  not  removed  to  your  Isolation  Hospital  as 
you  have  no  accommodation  for  this  disease. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

The  District  experienced  complete  immunity  from  Typhoid  Fever 
during  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  no  death  from  Whooping  Cough,  but  it  was  necessary  for 
me  to  close  the  Charlton  C.E.,  Eckington  C.E.  and.  Bricklehampton 
C.E.  Schools  on  account  of  this  disease  which  you  know  is  not  a 
“ notifiable  ” one.  The  dates  these  schools  were  closed  are  s^iven  in 
a subsequent  paragraph,  headed  Schools.”

This  shews  that  Measles  was  unusually  prevalent  and  malignant 
during  the  year,  and  necessitated  the  closure  of  several  Schools. 

Table  V.  shows  that  the  mortality  equalled  0*9  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

Of  those  who  died,  i was  under  i year,  6 were  between  i and  2 
years,  3 between  2 and  5 years,  and  2 between  5 and  15  years  of  age. 
All  the  deaths,  therefore,  occurred  in  children,  which  is  nearly  always 
the  case.  The  visitation  at  Pershore  was  very  severe,  where  no  less 
than  7 of  the  12  deaths  took  place.  Measles  is  too  often  regarded 
as  a child’s  disease  of  small  importance,  whereas  it  is  ordinarily  much 
more  severe  than  Scarlatina.  In  order  to  combat  this  erroneous 
idea  I drew  up  the  following  leaflet,  which  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
caused  to  be  freely  distributed  in  Pershore : 

MEASLES. 

Measles  is  at  present  epidemic  in  the  District,  and  as  the  type 
seems  severe,  the  attention  of  Parents  is  Specially  Directed  to  the 
following  particulars. 

I.  It  is  unfortunately  customary  to  treat  Measles  lightly;  this  is  a 
mistake,  as  it  is  sometimes  very  fatal,  and  causes  more  deaths  than 
Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria  combined.  It  is  frequently  accompanied 
by  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 
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2.  It  is  infectious  for  at  least  48  hours  before  the  rash  appears. 
During  this  stage  it  will  readily  infect  susceptible  persons — particular- 
ly children  — and  almost  all  young  children  who  have  not  already  had 
it,  are  liable  to  it. 

3.  It  begins  with  sneezing,  running  of  the  eyes  and  nose,  feverish- 
ness, aching  pains,  and  possibly  vomiting.  A blotchy  rash  of  purplish 
tint  usually  appears  about  the  fourth  day  of  the  illness,  and  is 
distributed  over  all  parts  of  the  body. 

4.  If  a child  shews  any  of  these  symptoms,  he  (or  she)  should  be 
kept  in  a warm  room  (preferably  in  bed)  for  at  least  three  days. 
To  some  persons  this  may  seem  unnecessary,  but  by  doing  so  the 
child  will  often  escape  chest  complications. 

5.  Watch  for  quick  breathing  or  other  dangerous  symptom  ands, 
if  present,  be  sure  to  send  for  a dcotor  immediately. 

6.  When  a child  is  getting  better,  take  special  precautions  against 
it  catching  cold — especially  when  it  goes  out,  which  it  should  not  do 
till  a fortnight  after  the  illness  began. 

7.  When  a cases  arises,  watch  other  children  in  the  house  for  early 
symptoms  of  the  complaint.

The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  6,  but  as 
a person  who  belonged  to  the  District  died  in  Powick  Asylum  during 
the  year  the  death-rate  is  calculated  on  a gross  total  of  7 deaths. 

You  will  notice  that  the  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  death-rate  last 
year  (5-2  per  10,000)  was  only  half  the  average  for  the  years  1904-13 
(10*7  per  10,000). 

Further  comments  upon  Tuberculosis  are  made  in  my  prefatory 
“ General  Observations. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

74  Scarlatina  patients  were  treated  at  your  Isolation  Hospital  during 
the  year,  and  only  1 of  them  died.  As  previously  mentioned,  there 
is  no  accommodation  at  this  Institution  for  treating  any  other  infec- 
tious disease. 


Disinfection. 

My  remarks  upon  this  subject,  given  in  my  last  Annual  Eeport, 
still  apply. 

Sanitary  Work. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  submits  a tabular  statement  (appended) 
of  the  work  he  carried  out  in  lyi3,  and  ampiities  it  with  a memoran- 
dum on  his  administrative  action  in  connection  with  various  matters, 
such  as  Housing,  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  Hop 
Pickers,  &c. 

This  will  enable  me  to  curtail  my  remarks  u2)on  the  subjects  ho 
deals  with. 
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Housing. 

In  my  General  Observations,”  given  as  a preface  to  these  reports, 
reference  is  made  to  a circular  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
on  27th  February,  1914,  asking  for  compreliensive  detail  replies  with 
regard  to  the  work  under  the  “ Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act 
1909.’’  carried  out  by  Sanitary  Authorities  in  England.  This  sliows 
that  the  Board  are  giving  unusual  attention  to  tiiis  matter,  and  re- 
quire to  be  informed  of  local  administration  in  detail. 

Ag  you  are  aware,  your  Inspector  (Mr.  Moulson)  was  appointed 
under  Article  II.  of  the  “ Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Pegulations 
1910  ” to  compile  the  elaborate  “ House  Inspection  Peports  ” set  out 
in  Articles  II  and  III.  of  those  Regulations,  and  he  laid  254  such 
‘‘  records  ” before  your  Housing  Committee  during  the  past  year,  as 
compared  with  246  in  1912.  Your  Housing  Committee  considered 
each  of  these  at  one  or  other  of  their  Monthly  Meetings.  Mr.  Moul- 
son “represented”  10  houses  to  be  “unfit  for  habitation”  during 
1913,  8 of  these  are  at  Peopleton,  1 at  Elrnley  Castle,  and  1 at  Cows- 
den.  No  Closi  rig  Orders  were  issued  during  the  year.  5 cottages  in 
Pershore  were  reported  for  Closing  Orders  on  October  7th  1918. 
These  were  closed  voluntarily  by  the  agent,  and  demolition  is  to  follow 
as  the  premises  are  dangerous. 

On  looking  through  these  “ records  ” I find  that  in  4 instances,  viz.  : 
Nos.  593,  597,  625,  627,  the  reports  state  that  the  “ living  room  win- 
“ dows  do  not  open  ” and  that  your  Committee  have  given  no  direc- 
tions in  those  cases.  Furthermore,  in  the  cases  of  IS  os.  553,  559,  578, 
and  639,  some  sanitary  defects  were  ordered  to  be  remedied,  but  no 
order  was  given  about  the  fixed  windows. 

Mr.  Moulson  states  that  the  Committee  gave  no  instructions  as  to 
the  closed  windows  because  the  cottages  had  back  and  front  doors. 
I trust  the  Committee  will  reconsider  this  matter,  and  give  orders  for 
living  room  windows  in  question  to  be  made  to  open.  In  my  opinion 
windows  of  all  living  rooms  should  be  capable  of  being  opened.  I 
am  aware,  of  course,  that  it  is  a common  practice  for  cottagers  to  fre- 
quently leave  their  doors  open  ; but  in  cold  and  wet  weather  this  is 
not  possible,  and  at  such  times  the  ventilation  of  the  living  room  must 
be  defective.  On  the  other  hand,  windows  can  be  opened  to  a greater 
or  lesser  extent  even  during  wet  or  cold  weather,  if  the  tenants  wish. 
That  cottage  tenants  appreciate  the  advantage  of  good  ventilation 
much  better  now  than  they  did  even  but  a few  years  back,  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  it  is  by  no  means  an  uncommon 
thing  for  them  to  sleep  with  their  bedroom  windows  wide  open.  If 
Tuberculosis  is  to  be  prevented,  efficient  ventilation  of  dw^ellings  will 
have  to  be  brought  about.  This,  I am  aware,  must  be  done  gradu- 
ally, but  I hope  the  Housing  Committee  will  require  that  all  living 
room  windows  reported  as  not  opening,  should  be  made  to  open. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  Part  III. 
of  the  1909  Housing  Act. 
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Pimnn.  A contract  for  building  16  cottages  at  Pinvin  has  been 
entered  into.  The  site  (about  2 acres  in  extent)  cost  £125,  and  the 
building  tender  acceiited  was  £2,681.  The  former  sum  includes 
£16  for  easements  in  connection  wuth  the  sewage  disposal. 

Fladhury,  As  the  result  of  liocal  Inquiry,  held  at  Fladbury,  by  a 
Committee  of  the  District  Council.  6 cottages  are  to  be  built,  and  a 
site  for  building  (2  acres  in  extent)  has  been  purchased  at  £70  per 
acre. 

('ropthorne.  A Local  Inquiry  was  held  by  a Committee  at  Cropthorne, 
and  the  Council  contemplate  building  6 cottages,  but  a site  has  not 
yet  been  acquired,  as  it  is  thought  that  the  Owners,  who  have  been 
approached,  ask  too  high  prices.  The  local  District  Councillor  is 
looking  about  for  other  sites,  but  your  Clerk  informs  me  that  he  has 
heard  nothing  further  since  December  16th  last. 

Peopletm,  4 cottages  are  to  be  built  at  Peopleton,  and  2 acres  of 
land  have  been  provisionally  purchased  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
missioners at  £60  per  acre. 

F orton-jnxta-Kempsey . The  need  for  cottages  at  Norton  has  recent- 
ly been  discussed,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Parish  Council  upon  the 
question  is  being  invited.  Ultimately  it  is  anticipated  that  a Local 
Inquiry  will  be  held. 

^^yre.  A petition  from  16  persons  at  Wyre  has  just  been  received, 
and  the  question  is  under  consideration. 

Pershore.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  built  16  cottages  at 
Pershore  during  the  year,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  are  contem- 
plating building  8 others  at  an  early  date.  On  the  other  hand  the 
Commissioners  closed  9 cottages  in  1916.  There  is  a local  opinion 
that  il  several  more  cottages,  which  could  be  let  at  reasonable  rents, 
were  built,  they  would  readily  find  tenants. 

Water  Supply 

I said  last  year,  when  alluding  to  the  water  supply  of  Pershore, 
that  “tw'O  sources  are  available,  but  the  terms  offered  by  the  owners 
“are  as  yet  deemed  prohibitive.  I am,  however,  still  sanguine  that 
“ ultimately  an  agreement  will  be  come  to  with  one  or  other  of  them.” 
iSuch  an  agreement  has  not  yet  been  made,  but  negotiations  are  still 
going  on,  and  it  seems  probable  that  they  will  very  shortly  result  in 
one  being  effected. 

Sewerage 

^ I have  nothing  to  add  to  the  remarks  I have  so  often  made  in  pre- 
vious Annual  Peports  upon  the  Pershore  sewerage  question. 

Pinvin.  Nery  recently  my  attention  was  called  to  a serious  nuis- 
ance caused  by  a ditch  behind  some  cottages  at  litivin.  This  nuis- 
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ance  is  due  to  the  sewag^e  coming  from  the  new  sewer  which  was  laid 
not  long  ago,  which  I anticipated  and  explained  would  occur  as  more 
sewage  was  brought  to  the  spot. 

Cleansing  of  this  ditch  will,  in  my  opinion,  only  abate  the  nuisance 
temporarily. 

I understand  a special  committee  is  about  to  investigate  this  matter. 

Peopleton.  The  sewers  in  this  village,  which  you  hnow  are  flat  and 
defective,  have  again  become  blocked  This,  added  to  the  unsatis- 
factory water  supply,  makes  Peopleton  insanitary. 

Whiitington.  I have  continued  to  visit  the  Whittington  kSewage 
Filter  Beds  occasionally,  and  have  invariably  found  them  in  good 
condition. 


Common  Lodging  Houses, 

The  2 Common  Lodging  Houses  in  Pershore  became  so  defective 
that  they  were  closed  during  the  year.  There  seems  to  be  a decided 
need  for  another  one,  but  so  far  as  I can  ascertain,  no  person  seems 
inclined  to  provide  one. 

Slaughter  Houses^  Dairies  and  Cow  sheds  ^ Scavenging,  Hop-pichers. 

I have  nothing  to  add  to  your  Inspector’s  Eeport  upon  these. 

I append  Mr.  Moulson’s  Eeport.

Mr.  OlTAtl{MAX  AND  GeNTLEMEN, 

During  tlie  year  1913  1 have  inspected,  under  the  Hous- 
ing Act,  254  houses,  10  of  these  were  represented  as  unfit  for  habita- 
tion, 5 reported  last  year  have  been  closed,  and  2 demolished. 
Closing  Orders  have  been  served  respecting  3 others,  as  the  Agent 
did  not  commence  to  repair  them.  70  houses  have  been  repaired 
without  serving  Closing  Orders. 

The  16  houses  to  be  erected  at  Pinvin  have  not  yet  been  commenced^ 
but  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  in  a few  weeks  time. 

Local  enquiries  as  to  scarcity  of  houses  have  been  held  at  Fladbury, 
Gropthorne  and  Peopleton.  It  has  been  decided  to  build  6 at  Plad- 
bury  and  4 at  Peopleton.  Another  Enquiry  is  to  be  held  at 
Norton- juxta-Kempsey  as  soon  as  it  can  be  fixed. 

Only  15  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

Sewerage, 

The  Whittington  Sewage  Outfall  still  turns  out  a good  effluent. 

I shall  shortly  report  to  you  on  the  Peopleton  sewers,  which  I find 
again  blocked. 


Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  13  registered  and  4 licensed  slaughter-houses,  all  of 
which  have  been  kept  clean. 

Dairies  and  Cow9,heds. 

There  are  40  persons  engaged  in  the  milk  trade,  6 have  been  called 
upon  to  limewash,  one  tenant  has  improved  the  lighting  of  his  sheds, 
and  a new  shed  for  24  cows  has  been  erected  in  place  of  an  old  barn. 
The  floors  of  some  of  the  sheds  are  far  from  satisfactory,  and  I am  en- 
deavouring to  get  the  owners  to  improve  them. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

As  I reported  last  year,  the  structural  parts  of  these  2 houses  were 
very  bad,  they  were  not  repaired,  so  I reported  them  as  unfit  for  habi- 
tation, and  in  consequence  they  have  been  closed. 

Hop^pichers. 

I inspected  these  sheds  at  the  the  three  hopyards  at  Wick,  Flad- 
ury,  and  iiroughton  Hackett,  both  before  and  during  the  picking. 
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They  were  all  limewashed  and  supplied  with  clean  straw.  Two  new 
sheds  were  erected  at  Wick,  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of 
the  sheds  at  Broughton  Hackett  was  completed  as  promised  before 
the  picking  was  commenced,  and  the  privies  were  made  into  pail 
closets,  and  regularly  emptied. 

Scavenging^ 

The  scavenging  of  the  Town  of  Pershore  is  still  carried  on  by  the 
Parochial  Committee.  The  number  of  portable  receptacles  has 
increased,  and  is  a great  improvement  on  the  old-fashioned  middens, 
where  they  have  to  be  emptied  through  houses,

Consequently  the  birth-rate  amounted  to  16M  per  1,000  of  the 
population;  as  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  19"6  for  tlie  years 
1908-12.  dhe  1913  birth-rate  tlieref ore  was  3“5  below  the  average  of 
the  past  5 years. 

The  corresponding  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  amounted  to 
23-9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  a rate  which  is  O'l  per  1,000  above 
the  rate  in  1912  ; but  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other  year  on  record. 

Compared  with  the  average  in  the  10  years  1903-12,  the  birth-rate 
in  1913  showed  a decrease  of  2-4  per  ipiOO. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  in  1913  was 
74  , but  as  1 of  these  was  a non-resident,  and  9 deaths  of  residents 
W'ere  regisiered  outside  the  District,  the  net  death-rate  amounted  to 
lo*02. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  last  year  was  13.7  per  1,000 
which  was  0 4 per  1,000  above  the  rate  in  1912  ; compared  with  the 
average  rate  in  the  ten  years  1903-12,  the  death-rate  in  1913  showed 
a decrease  of  1-2  per  1,000. 

The  infantile  mortality  (see  Table  I.)  amounted  to  125.  The  cor- 
responding mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  109. 

Both  the  general  death-rate  and  the  infantile  mortality  were  liigdi. 

Table  III.  shows  the  diseases  which  caused  these  rates.

Twenty-eight  of  these  thirty  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and 
two  were  treated  at  home. 


This  Table  shows  that  Scarlatina  occurred  in  various  parts  of  3miir 
district  last  year.  Isolated  cases  occurred  during  January,  Feb- 
ruary, April,  June,  August  and  September,  and  during  the  following 
three  months  24  of  the  3e  cases  were  notified  : i.e.  the  outbreak  occurred 
in  the  Autumn,  which  is  tire  period  of  the  year  when  Scarlatina  is  apt 
to  occur,  if  it  occurs  at  all.  The  outbreaks  were  mild,  non-fatal,  and 
unquestionably  due  to  personal  infection.  28  of  the  30  cases  were 
children  of  school-going  ages. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any  school  owing  to  prevalence  of  this 
disease.

Isolation  Hospital. 

Of  the  patients  notified  to  have  infectious  diseases  28  cases  of  Scar- 
latina aii(l  2 of  Diphtheria  w'ere  removed  to  the  Alcester  Sanatorium, 
your  ‘‘Joint  Isolation  Hospital  ” in  Warwickshire. 

Sanitary  Work. 

This  year,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Watling,  presents  such  a 
voluminous  report  upon  local  Sanitary  administration,  and  as  I agree 
generally  with  wdiat  he  says,  it  would  be  tautological  forme  to  discuss 
tlie  (Questions  he  deals  with  as  fully  as  I usually  do  in  my  “Annual 
Reports.” 


Housing. 


Unquestionably,  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  is  the  Sanitary 
question  in  your  District  which  needs  most  consideration ; and  is  one 
to  which  you  are  now  giving  special  attention.  This  subject  was 
brought  to  the  front  in  consequence  of  the  following  statements  I 
made  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  p.  81,  “ As  regards  the  provision  of 
‘‘  cottages  under  powers  given  by  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c. 

Act  1909,  I am  inclined  to  think  that  if  more  labourers’  dwellings 
“were  available  at  Astwood  Bank,  Cookhill  and  Inkberrow,  they 

would  find  tenants,  as  I understand  there  is  seldom  a vacant  house 
‘‘in  these  localities.  . . In  order  to  settle  the  point,  I suggest  that 

^ some  of  your  members  be  appointed  to  hold  Local  Inquiries  in  order 
“ to  ascertain  the  opinions,  not  only  of  the  labourers,  but  of  other  in- 
“ terested  persons.” 

In  consequence  of  this,  a Committee  of  your  Council  held  an  Inquiry 
at  Astwood  Bank  on  July  15th,  at  Cookhill  on  July  22nd,  and  at  Ink- 
borrow  on  July  29th  of  last  year. 

At  each  of  these,  when  giving  evidence  in  support  of  my  contention 
that  cottages  were  needed,  I stated  that  I accepted  full  responsibility 
for  the  statements  I had  made  in  my  Reports,  and  it  is  gratifying 
that  the  Committees  who  held  these  inquiries,  as  well  as  the  District 
Council,  have  seen  their  way  to  support  my  opinion,  as  the  following 
extract  from  the  Council’s  “ Minutes,”  dated  August,  1913,  show^s, 


ii 


appointed  to  hold  Inquiries  under  the  Housing  of 
the  W orkiiig  Classes  Act,  at  Astwood  Bank,  Cookhill  and  Ink- 
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‘‘beiTOw  reported  that  the  Tiiquiries  had  been  held,  and  \rere  well 

attended.  On  each  occasion  tliere  was  an  unanimous  expression  of 
‘‘  opinion  that  houses  for  the  working’  classes  were  urgently  needed,” 

The  following  is  the  ‘"Minute”  of  the  Council,  dated  October  6th 
1913”: 

The  applications  for  houses,  under  the  ""  Housing  of  the  Working 
""Classes  were  laid  before  the  Council.  Mr.  Yeomans  proposed  that 
“houses  be  provided  by  the  Council  where  necessary.  This  was 
“seconded  by  Mr.  Waldron,  and  carried.” 

On  December  1st,  1913,  a Committee  was  appointed  to  look  out  for 
suitable  sites,  and  on  March  12th,  1914,  n\et  the  Architect  the  Coun- 
cil had  appointed  {Mr.  Dicks),  and  me,  at  an  excellent  site  at  Astwood 
Dank,  one  acre  in  extent,  provisionally  purchased;  and  decided  to  re- 
commend that  5 pairs  of  cottages  be  built  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  and  furthermore,  to  recommend  the  acceptance  of  an  offer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dagley  Estate  to  sell  about  6 acres  of  land 
at  £54  per  acre  for  building  cottages  at  Cookhilh 

This  will  make  a start  in  meeting  the  local  requirement^,  and  al- 
though it  is  never  wise  to  prophesy,  I venture  to  predict  that  in  due 
course  you  will  build  others  at  astwood  a,nd  Cookhilh 

Although  the  rouncihs  ‘"Minute”  of  August  11th,  1913,  records 
the  Committee’s  opinion  that  houses  for  the  working-classes  are  ur- 
gently required  at  Inkberrow,  and  the  Council  consequently,  (October 
6th,  1913),  decided  “ to  provide  houses  where  necessary,”  so  far  as  I 
can  learn  no  further  action  has  been  taken  to  meet  Inkherrow’s  re- 
quirements. 

I trust  therefore,  you  will  take  this  matter  in  hand,  and  be  able  to 
dispose  of  it  as  you  have  doue  at  Cookhill  and  Astwood  Bank, 

You  will  observe  that  Mr.  Watliiig  reports  that  houses  are  badly 
wanted  at  Hunt  Elnd  and  Crabbs  Cross,  and  that  many  men  are  now 
employed  at  the  Enfield  Cycle  Works,  Although,  as  you  know,  I am 
an  advocate  of  Local  Authoritic's  building  cottages  wh.re  there  is  a de- 
mand which  cannot  be  met  by  private  enterprise,  I consider  that  the  de- 
mand at  Runt  End  and  Crabbs  Cross  siiould  be  thoroughly  examined,  in 
order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  due  to  an  overflow  from  Redditch ; 
and  if  there  is  any  probability  of  the  Enfield  Works,  which  have  been 
closed  for  so  long,  being  permanent!)’  used. 

If  the  former  state  of  things  obtains,  T consider  that  the  Redditch  Ur- 
ban District  Council  (who  are  now  building  36  cottages)  should  meet  the 
requirements  ot  their  own  District. 

The  ""  records  ” of  housing  at  Abbots  Morion  are  now  being  com- 
piled, and  you  will  find  that  one  or  two  are  unfit  for  habitation. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

TTimt  End.  The  position  of  the  drainage  question  for  Hunt  End  is  as 
described  in  rny  last  “ Annual  Report.” 

The  Sewage  Oulfall  Works  at  Astwood  Bank  and  Feckenham  have  been 
supervised  as  usual,  and  call  lor  no  comment  from  me  on  this  occasion. 

Water  Supply. 


Fechenliam  Village. 

^ Wr.  Watling’s  report  shows  that  considerable  effort  has,  by  your  direc- 
tion been  made  during  the  year,  to  prevent  leaking  and  defective  privies 
soaking  into  the  subsoil  and  polluting  the  wells.  I agree  with  Mr.  Wat- 
ling’s recommendation  “ that  further  samples  be  taken  from  the^Fecken- 
hani  Wells  to  ascertain  what  effect  the  Sanitary  improvements  may 
“have  had.” 

I may  remind  you  that  in  order  to  facilitate  analysis  of  wells,  the 
County  Council  recently  directed  the  County  Analyst  to  examine  all 
samples  of  water  sent  to  him  by  Sanitary  Authorities,  without  charge. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 


Ihe  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  much  as  they  were  a year  ago.  25  are 
still  on  the  Register.  I alluded  to  the  question  of  “ AHlk  Supplies”  at 
some  length  in  my  last  “ Annual  Report  (pages  9 to  11]  and  dealt  with 
the  “ Fuberculosis  Order  1913,”  which  requires  that  Tubetculous  cattle 
should  be  reported,  and  under  certain  circumstances,  slaughtered.  This 
Order  is  carried  out  by  the  Worcf'stershire  Constabulary,  and  through 
their  courtesy  I learn  that  between  May  1st  and  December  31st,  1913, 
only  1 Tuberculous  cow  in  your  district  was  slaughtered.  In  the  Ad- 
ministrative County,  during  the  same  period,  96  cases  were  reported 
and  56  cattle  slaughtered.  ’ 

The  “Milk  Rill,”  introduced  to  Parliament  by  the  late  President  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  (and  of  which  much  was  anticipated  m the 
way  of  urgently  needed  reforms)  has  apparently  been  “ dropped,”  for  the 
public  ha\e  heard  nothing  about  it  of  late.  There  seemed  ever}'  probability 
that  this  “Bill”  would  be  passed  last  year,  and  had  it  done  so,  the  Local 
Government  Board  would  have  had  powers  given  them  to  make  Regula- 
tions wLich  would  have  been  applicable  to  the  whole  country.  Conse- 
quently, acting  on  my  advice,  you  decided  to  postpone  the  consideration 
of  your  contemplated  bye-laws  for  regulating  the  milk  trade  in  your 
District  I,  unless  another  “ Milk  Bill  ” is  laid  before  Parliament  this 
Session  (which  is  not  unlikely)  recommend  you  to  reconsider  the  matter, 

and  to  bring  some  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Byelaws  into  force  as  soon 
as  practicable. 
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Balce-houseSf  Slaughter-houses,  Knaclcer's  Yard,  Scavenging,  Factories  and 

Workshops. 

Mr.  Watling’s  Report  shows  that  the  premises  where  these  trades  are 
carried  on,  are  constantly  visited,  and  properly  supervised. 


Scavenging . 

Astwood  Bank  and  Hunt  End  have  been  scavenged  by  your  men  for 
some  years  past,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  village  of  Beckenham  is 
now  similarly  dealt  with. 

Mr.  Watling’s  Report  (appended)  shows  that  he  has  carried  out 
large  amount  of  good  work  during  the  past  year.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1913, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Feckenham  Rural  District  Council, 
Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  3 1st,  1913, 

The  largest  portion  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  carrying  out  the 
duties  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  as  wilt  be  seen  by 
my  report  on  this  work.  700  letters  appertaining  to  sanitary  matters 
have  been  sent  out,  and  121  preliminary  and  23  final  notices  were  served. 

I have  met  many  owners  of,  and  agents  for,  property  in  the  district; 
and  as  a rule  willingness  is  shewn  to  carry  out  sanitary  notices. 

This  year  there  has  been  a tendency  for  outstanding  work  to  accumu- 
late. This  may  be  due  to  some  extent  to  : 

1.  A large  number  of  Inspections  being  made. 

2.  A strike  which  occurred  in  the  building  trade. 

3.  To  the  fact  that  the  limited  number  of  local  builders  have 

been  very  busy. 


Drainage. 

Much  house  drainage  work  has  been  executed.  51  house  drains  in 
Feckenham,  Hunt  Fnd,  Astwood  Bank  and  Orabbs  Cross  have  been 
re-laid  or  repaired. 


Bake-houses. 

There  are  1 1 bake-houses  in  the  district.  90  visits  were  made  to  these 
during  the  year.  In  5 cases  it  was  necessary  to  order  lime-washing,  and 
on  two  occasions  notice  to  cleanse  floors  was  given.  A plastered  ceiling 
becarne  very  defective  at  a large  bake-house,  as  the  vibration  of  the 
machinery  caused  pieces  of  mortar  to  fall.  I wrote  the  owners  about 
the  matter  and  recommended  that  the  ceiling  be  matchboarded  and  the 
surface  ot  the  boards  varnished  or  enamelled.  This  work  is  being 
carried  out.  The  bake-houses  are  kept  very  clean,  and  owners  and 
occupiers  usually  carry  out  my  recommendations  without  delay. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  6 registered  and  1 licensed  slaughter-house  in  the  district, 
200  visits  were  paid  to  these  during  the  year.  Asa  rule  they  are  kept 
in  a sanitary  condition.  In  one  instance  only,  was  it  necessary  to  order 
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cleansinj^  of  walls,  which  was  prompflj"  attended  to  by  the  occupier. 
As  tar  as  possible  my  visits  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  slaughtering. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Food. 

With  the  exception  of  the  surrender  of  one  sheep’s  lungs,  no  meat 
unfit  for  human  food  has  been  discovered;  which  points  to  the  good 
quality  of  this  class  of  food  in  the  district. 

I have  on  many  occasions  inspected  fish  sold  by  hawkers  from  barrows; 
but  up  to  the  present  no  occasion  has  presented  itself  for  me  to  make  a 
seizure,  although  1 am  of  opinion  that  the  condition  of  fish  is  not  always 
of  first  class  quality* 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

Twenty-five  persons  who  carry  on  milk  businesses  in  the  district,  are 
registered. 

I ordered  16  cowsheds  and  2 dairies  to  be  limewashed  during  the  5'ear. 
In  2 instances  I recommended  that  defective  drains  should  be  properly 
relaid  and  trapped  ; and  this  was  done. 

Structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  2 cow 
sheds;  and  I believe  that  dairymen  now  realize  how  important  it  is  to 
have  properly  constructed  cowsheds  for  their  cattle. 

KnaclieC  s Yard. 

T have  from  time  to  time  visited  the  licensed  knacker’s  yard  situated 
in  this  district  and  I am  able  to  report  that  the  premises  are  kept  free 
from  nuisance. 


Public  Elementary  Schools. 

There  are  6 public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district.  I visited  them 
periodically  during  the  year  and  found  nothing  to  complain  of  in  their 
sanitary  arrangements. 


Factories  and  Worhshops, 

There  are  54  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district,  11  factories  and 
43  workshops.  10  workshops  were  certified  for  lime-washing  and  5 
nuisances  were  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

One  of  the  workshops  was  lime-washed  and  1 insanitary  urinal  is  now 
being  re-constructed  after  attention  had  been  called  to  the  matter  by 
H.M.  Factory  Inspector.

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smiths  4,  I-^uihlers  and  Jobbers  3,  Saddlers  1,  Carpenters  2,  Cork  Float 
Makers  1,  Fish  Hook  Staiiijjers  1.  Total  43. 


Scaling  ing . 

Astwood  Bank,  Hunt  End  and  Feckenham  are  regularly  scavenged 
and  741  loads  of  ashes,  refuse  and  excrement  matter  have  been  removed. 


Wattr  Supply. 


Eight  polluted  wells  situated  at  Feckenham  had  their  defective  wooden 
covers  done  away  with,  and  brickwork  set  in  cement  mortar  substituted. 
These  wells  were  also  cleansed  and  puddled  with  clay.  In  one  instance 
a new  well  was  sunk  some  distance  from  an  existing  polluted  well. 
This  well  was  sunk  eighteen  feet  and  brickwork  in  cement  was  built 
from  a rock  bottom  to  above  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  top  of 
the  well  was  also  domed  over  and  a pump  was  fixed.  Means  were 
provided  to  carry  away  the  waste  water. 

Some  months  after  the  above  improvements  had  been  carried  out, 
I was  instructed  by  the  Council  to  take  four  samples  of  the  water 
with  the  result,  that  3 were  reported  by  the  County  Analyst  to  be 
unfit  and  1 was  fit  for  drinking  purposes.  The  latter  sample  was 
taken  from  the  newly  sunk  well. 

ith  the  object  of  improving  the  Feckenham  water  supply  I made 
a saiiitary^  survey  of  the  village,  and  gave  special  attention  to  house- 
drains,  privies  and  water  closets. 

I found  that  there  were  22  privy  middens,  43  pail  closets  in  addi- 
tion to  31  short  trappe^d  closets,  the  last  named  of  which  were 
connected  with  the  sewer.  The  privy  middens  contained  large 
qu  lutities  of  excreta,  and  most  probably  leaked  into  the  adjoining 
soil.  Many  of  the  pail  closets  were  defective,  and  the  contents  of 
the  pails  and  privies  were  often  buried  in  the  gardens,  not  far 
distant  from  the  drinking  water  wells, 

AU  the  houses  in  close  proximity  to  the  sewer  at  Feckenham  have 
drains  connected  with  it.  I reported  the  above  matter  to  the  Council 
and  recommended  that:  1.  — All  defective  privies  at  Feckenham  be 
converted  to  pail  closets.  2. — A tip  be  provided  and  that  the  CounciFa 
men  remove  the  contents  of  the  pails  weekly. 

The  Council  considered  my  Report,  and  met  at  Feckenham,  accom- 
panied by  Dr.  Fosbroke,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  I 
was  instructed  to  carry  out  my  suggestions. 

Since  then:  (1)  a tip  has  been  provided  by  the  Council;  (2)  20 
privies  have  been  conv^erted  to  pail  (dosets  ; (3)  18  pails  have  been  re- 
newed : and  (4)  scavenging  is  being  carried  out  weekly  bjMhe  Council’s 
m en. 
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I rocornrnend  tlifit  further  saroples  be  taken  froco  the  Feckenham  wells 
to  ascertain  what  effect  the  sanitary  improvements  may  have  had. 

W alkwood  Road  Water  Main  Extension* 

I was  approached  by  a large  property  owner  as  to  the  necessity  of  the 
East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  extending  their  water  main 
along  W^alkwood  Road,  Hunt  End,  owing  to  a well  being  badlv  polluted^ 
and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  after  some  correspondence  with  various  own- 
ers of  property,  the  Company  extended  their  main^  and  already  some 
houses  have  been  connected.

During  the  year,  Mr.  Chapman,  one  of  K.M.  Inspectors  under  the 
Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  visited  the  District,  and  1 accompanied 
him  to  inspect  various  properties  at  Astwood  Bank,  Inkberrow,  Cookhill^ 
Abbots  Morton,  Stockwood,  Hunt  End.  and  Feckenham^ 


PuUic  Inquiries* 

Public  Inquiries  were  held  by  a Committee  of  your  Council  at  Ast- 
wood Bank,  Cookhill  and  Inkberrow  on  the  15th,  22nd  and  29th  July 
last  as  to  the  scarcity  of  cottages  in  these  localities. 

In  order  to  give  evidence  I inspected  over  350  houses  in  these  districts 
and  the  following  are  the  statements  I made  at  each  Inquiry. 
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Inlcherrow. 

1. — No.  of  cases  of  overcrowding  15.  In  some  of  these  cases  the 
bedroom  windows  do  not  open  for  the  purpose  of  ventilation. 

2 — 30  houses  are  unfit  for  habitation,  and  nearly  all  the  old  houses 
are  defective. 

3. — No  doubt  several  of  the  old  and  badly  defective  cottages  would  be 
closed  at  once  if  others  could  be  obtained. 

4 The  fact  that  people  would  have  nowhere  else  to  live  in  the 
District  if  Closing  Orders  were  issued  is  a serious  obstacle  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Housing  Act. 

The  old  cottages  become  more  defective  every  year,  and  will  most 
probably  be  closed  if  others  are  erected. 

5 — The  chief  defects  in  the  old  cottages  are  : — 

1.  — Insufficient  height  of  rooms  and  no  proper  ceilings. 

2.  — Defective  floors. 

3.  — Defective  stairs. 

4.  — Defective  walls. 

5.  — Windows  not  made  to  open. 

6.  — No  proper  food  store. 

7.  — Dampness. 

8.  — No  proper  provision  for  washing  clothes. 

9.  — Insufficient  bedroom  accommodation, 

10. — No  proper  through  ventilation. 

6 — In  some  cases  whole  families  have  only  one  bedroom  to  sleep  in. 

7.  — In  19  instances  children  of  various  ages  and  sex  sleep  in  the  same 
bed  or  in  the  same  bedroom  as  their  parents. 

8.  — There  are  three  persons  at  the  present  time  seeking  a house  in 
the  district,  but  cannot  find  one. 

9.  — I understand  from  the  people  at  Inkberrow  that  as  soon  as  a 
house  becomes  void  there  are  numerous  applications  for  it 

10.  — I gathered  that  many  old  cottages  in  the  Holberrow  Green 
and  Stockwood  areas  have  either  been  demolished  or  left  to  tumble 
down  during  the  last  30  years, 

11.  — Only  fifteen  houses  have  been  built  in  the  whole  of  the  Feck- 
enham  District  during  the  past  six  years. 

12. ' — The  general  opinion  at  Inkberrow  is  that  houses  for  labour- 
ers are  needed. 
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Coohhill. 

1.  — Number  of  cases  of  overcrowding,  13.  In  three  of  these  in- 
stances the  windows  in  the  cottages  are  very  small,  and  do  not  open. 

2.  — No.  of  houses  unfit  for  habitation,  10. 

3* — No.  of  houses  in  bad  condition,  though  not  unfit  for  habita- 
tion, 14. 

4.  — Same  remarks  apply  as  stated  for  Inkberrow. 

5.  — Same  remarks  apply  as  stated  for  Inkberrow. 

6.  — No.  of  houses  void,  1. 

7.  — No.  of  cases  where  children  sleep  in  the  same  bedroom  as 
their  parents,  owing  to  insufficient  accommodation,  9. 

8.  — From  inquiries  I made  I gathered  that  no  workmen’s  cottages 
have  been  built  at  (lookhill  for  several  years. 

9.  Many  young  people  have  had  to  leave  the  District  owing  to 
being  unable  to  obtain  a house. 

10.  I understand  that  several  old  cottages  in  the  Cookhill  District 
have  been  demolished  during  the  last  20  years. 

11.  — Oases  of  young  married  people  living  with  their  parents  at 
Cookhill  owing  to  being  unable  to  secure  a house,  1. 

12.  — Oases  of  young  married  people  living  with  relations  outside 
the  District,  and  need  a house  at  Cookhill,  1. 

13.  — The  general  opinion  at  Cookhill  is  that  houses  for  workmen 
are  needed. 


Astwoocl  Bank. 

1.— Oases  of  overcrowding,  11.  The  majority  of  these  people  need 
a house  with  three  bedrooms,  and  could  paj^  from  4/-  to  4/6  per 
week  rent. 

2 — Houses  in  a bad  condition,  though  not  unfit  for  habitation,  5. 

3.  — In  20  instances  children  of  various  ages  and  sex  sleep  in  the 
same  bed,  or  in  the  same  bedroom  as  their  parents. 

4.  — The  general  opinion  at  Astwood  Bank  is  that  houses  for  work- 
men are  badly  needed. 

Hunt  End  and  Crahhs  Cross. 

I have  reason  to  report  that  houses  for  working  men  are  needed 
badly  at  Hunt  End  and  Crabbs  Cross.  No  houses  are  void,  and 
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overcrowding  cannot  be  successfully  dealt  with.  Many  men  are  now 
emplopd  at  the  Enfield  Road  Cycle  Factory,  and  it  has  been  im- 
possible for  several  of  them  to  obtain  a house  in  the  District. 


There  are  also  some  very  defective  cottages  at  Feckenham,  which 
Will  eventually  be  condemned  as  soon  as  more  cottages  are  provided. 

From^  the  above  statements  it  is  evident  that  cottages  are  badly 
needed  in  this  District. 


Houses  huilt  during  the  year  privately , 

Inkberrow  . . One  large  residence. 

Astwood  Bank  . . Four  villas. 

Callow  Hill  . . Two  labourers’  cottages. 

With  the  exception  of  the  two  cottages  at  Callow  Hill  all  the  above 
are  ot  too  high  a rent  for  most  working  men. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

In  Astwood  Bank  and  Fecl^enham  districts  the  sewers  have  been 
running  satisfactorily.  The  Broadhurst  outfalls  caused  some  floodino- 
of  the  lower  meadows  and  I recommended  the  Council  to  convey  the 
effluent  by  means  of  cast  iron  pipes  across  a brook  on  to  another 
field.  Ihis  improvement  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Councirs  men 
and  a large  field  is  being  irrigated  which  prevents  the  flooding. 

disposal  works  have  been  kept  in  order  as  far  as 
possible.  Ihere  are  no  proper  sewers  in  the  roads  to  convey  waste 
water.  A great  many  houses  have  improper  drains  or  no  drains  at  all, 

During  the  year  I have  had  complaints  of  defective  drains  in  this 

district  and  which  have  been  difficult  to  deal  with  owing  to  no  nroner 
sewers  existing.  ^ ^ 

I am  very  thankful  to  the  Council  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
rteaith  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties 
during  the  past  year  ^
